tended National. Maternity Hospital, 

Dublin, which now has a fine frontage 
to Merrion square. Nine of the old city 
houses—three on the Merrion square side and 
six on Holles street—have been absorbed in 
the new building. The main entrance re- 
mains in Holles street, and that to the 
Nurses’ Home faces Merrion square. ~ 

The building is a Georgian one, carried out 
in Irish granite, reinforced with concrete and 
i brickwork. The Irish stone work is of a 
superior type. 

Iron gates in keeping with the building 
lead to the rain entrance and panelled glass 
doors to the inner hall. The hall itself is 
supported by pillars in grey Irish marble, 
and two passenger lifts carry passengers from 
the basement, through the four storeys of 
the house. 

All through the hospital the double- 
panelled glass doors to be seen at the main 
entrance open to the principal apartments. 
The majority of other doors in use are of 
solid mahogany cut in one piece, with brass 
hinges. 

From a sub-station of the Electricity 
Supply Board, cables run to the boiler house 
in the basement, which is the source of the 
hospital supply. 

The heating of the building itself is main- 
tained through panel pipes. These in every 
case are concealed in the ceiling. 

In order to maintain the air of the operat- 
ing theatre in perfect condition, special fans 
for heating are installed with electric unit 
heaters. 

Besides the ordinary lighting method, 
there are small lights for night use and emer- 
gency lights. All fittings are installed flat 
to the surface of the ceiling. A light is 
supplied to the bed of each patient, as well 
as a bell and wireless. 

The call system in the hospital is an im- 
sortant innovation. The ringing of bells has 
sete eliminated. When the patient presses 
a bell a light appears in the nurse’s room. 
The kitchens are installed on the top floor 
of the hospital The total cooking capacity

| stalled throughout the building, and the 
hospital clocks are regulated from a master 
clock in the basement, working electrically. 
Even bed pans are maintained at the correct 
heat through electric radiators, 

As far as possible, the hospital furniture 
was supplied by Irish firms. The beds are 
of aluminium cellulose steel, and the chair 
frames are made of the same material, up- 
holstered in leather. They are all modern in 
design. A. certain number of armchairs. of 
the ordinary type have been supplied to the 
Nurses’ Home. 

Tables are made of glass and steel, 

Every ward in the hospital has been carried 
out in a special colour scheme. Mauve, 
green, yellow, red, are among the tones 
chosen, and in each case blankets, bedspreads 
and patients’ wraps are made to harmonise 
with the general scheme of the room. 

Independent of the passenger lifts, chutes 
with circular lids running from top to base- 
ment have been installed. These carry soiled 
linen from every floor to the basement—a 
nurse may dispense with a bundle of linen by 
removing the lid and dropping into the chute. 
The fire escape is electrically controlled. 

The architects for the hospital are Messrs. 
W. H. Byrne and Son, Suffolk street, Dublin, 
and the consulting engineers Messrs. J. P. 
Tierney and Co,, 44 Kildare street, Dublin. 

Messrs. G. and T. Crampton, Ltd., builders 
and contractors, Hammersmith Works, Balls- 
bridge, and 158 Shelbourne road, Dublin, 
were the general contractors for the new 
buildings. 

The Electricity Supply Board have fur- 
nished the hospital with all necessary equip- 
ment for lighting, heating, hot-water supply, 
cooking, refrigeration, food preparation, dish- 
washing, laundry, cleaning, | sterilisation, 
ventilation, lifts, signalling and wireless. 
Details of this work will appear in a special 
page in to-morrow’s /rish £'mnea, 

Messrs. Maguire and Gatchell, Ltd., Daw- 
son House, Dublin, installed the plumbing, 
hot and cold water services, storage tanks, 
ten boilers, dish-washing machinery, in- 
cineration, etc.

Frigidwires are attached to 
each ward, and there are two large frigidaires 
in the kitchen.

Gas Company istalled gas for cooking, heat- 
ing and for a destructor. A four-foot double 
range, with two ovens, was placed in the 
kitchen; gas supplies for cooking were laid 
to five ward kitclens; a gas-henated boiler 
was installed for heating the building and a 
gas fire destructor was installed for dealing 
with dressings, etc. 

Messrs. Millar and Beatty, Ltd., Grafton 
street, Dublin, supplied the floor covering 
for wards and corridors, and the furnishing 
of the Nurses’ Home.

The official returns rendered to the 
Electricity Commissioners show that 
1,595,000,000 units of electricity were gwne- 
rated by authorised undertakers in Great 
Britain during the month of November, 1934, 
as compared with the revised figure of 
1,421,000,000 units in the corresponding 
month of 1933, représenting an increase of 
174,000,000 units, or 12.2 per cent. The num. 
ber of working days in the month was 26, 
the same as last year. During the first 11 
months of 1934 up to the end of November 
the total amount of electricity gefterated by 
authorised undertakers was 135,902,000,000 
units. as compared with the revised figure of 
12,025,000,000 units for the corersponding 
period of 1933, representing an increase of 
1,877,000,000 units, or 15.6 per cent.

A SURVEY OF THE NEW 
HOSPITAL 


AA. 
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The proper care and the comfort of the 
patients seem to have been the guiding prin- 
ciples of those who were responsible iú the 
new National Maternity Hospital at Holles 
street, Dublin, which will be opened for- 
mally by the Most Rev. Dr. ‘Wall, Titular 
Bishop of Thasos, to-day (Monday), The 
first portion of the new building has been 
completed, and work will commence on the 
remainder shortly,-The building is situated 
on the sloping ground between the existing 
hospital and the corner of Merrion square. 
The new nurse’ home occupies the upper 
a of the site facing Rettioo square. 
Vhen the new buildings are occupied the 
old hospital in Holles street will be taken 
away, and on the site thus left vacant will 
be erected the second portion. The eleva- 
tions have been designed in a dignified style, 


suitable to the importance of the institution, 


and characteristic o; the Georgian traditions 
of the city. The main elevation facing 
Holles street, still to be completed, is de- 
corated with a rich motif of Corinthian 
Pilasters, carried out in Stradbally lime- 
stone against a background of rustic bricks, 


which surmount a rugged base of 
Dublin granite. The elevation to 
Merrion square has ben designed 
in a simpler manner as befita 


the nurses’ home, but the centre line of the 
reat vista down Fitzwilliam street is marked 
yy a fine arched doorway and an imposing 
pediment above. The elevations of the inter- 
nal courtyard are treated in a simple manner. 
They are faced with ‘oyér-burnt Dolphin’s 
Barn bricks, with Courtown brick dressings 
surmounting a base of cement-rendered con- 
crete. 

In the section now coriipleted there is 
accommodation for 89 beds and cots, but when 


the second section is finished there will be 
1 
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room for an additional 76 beds and cots, 
making a total of 165 for the entire hospital. 

Even for the reception of the patients great 
forethought hag been bháid, Patients 
are brought into the hospital by way of the 
archway leading into one of the internal 
courts. Here ambulances can be discharged 
in the utmost privacy. In an adjoining 
room the patients will undergo a preliminary 
examination, and from there will pass to 
whatever ward will be considered appropriate. 
A special isolation department has been pro- 
vided for infectious cases. 

On the three upper floors are three ward 
units, those on the first and second floors 
being for maternity and that on the third 
floor for gynecological patients Beside each 
bed are three plug sockets, one for a bedside 
lamp, one for wireless, and one which 
operates a call signal in the form of a light 
in the sisters’ room. In all compartments 
angles and ‘‘ dirt alr ” have been avoided. 
On the maternity floors there are babies’ 
bathrooms, each provided with a specially- 
designed group of four baths, at which the 
nurses will demonstrate to the mothers how 
the bathing should be accomplished. On the 
second floor is a special incubator room for 
premature babies, provided with a special 
system of heating and ventilation. Here there 
is also a small pathological laboratory where 
special tests may be carried out, while on fhe 
first and third floors smaller test rooms are 
provided. Convenient to each unit is a little 
ward kitchen, complete with an electric 
cooker, a water boiler and electric re- 
frigerator, a monel metal sink and drainer, 
and a dresser with glass doors. Also in each 
unit are sterilising rooms, with sterilisers for 
instruments and bowls used in the wards, and 
a linen shute, connected direct to a disinfect- 
ing room in the basement. Each of the three 
ward units has its distinetive colour blending 
with a general colour scheme, which 
Aba a feeling of warmth and comfort. 

he centre wing of the building contains 
the various services—surgical, culinary, and 
so forth. The main kitchen is beautifully 
equipped with the most mgdern devices, The 
cooked food is distributed ‘round the hospital 
by means of heated food trolleys, which can 


be run direct to the service lift. The operat- 
ing theatre department has been planned 
specially to obtain absolute asepms. It is 
ventilated by electrically-heated and venti- 
lated air blown in at the floor level, cleansed 
through special screens and extracted near 
the ceiling. The sterilising plant is of the 
built-in type, and all pipes are hidden behind 
tiled, walls. The heating of all rooms is by 
the “‘ ceiling panel ” system, consisting of 
small pipes, concealed in the plaster. The 
heating is controlled by local thermostats, 
which keep the various departments at an 
even temperature. 

The Nurses’ Home is fitished in a more 
domestic character, but in the entrance hall 
and in the boardroom, which, owing to the 
confined site, had to be included in this 
section, the architects endeavoured to

building. The fine marble mantelpieces from 
the existing hospital will be a'so removed 
and re-erected here. One of the most interest- 
ing. features of the building is the staircase, 
with a continuous balustrade wall, carried 
out in Indian almond wood and mahogany. 
The nurses’ bedrooms. of which there are 
sixteen for sisters and senior nurses and 
forty-one for pupil nurses, are each equipped 
with a wash-hand basin with an electric 
water-heater. There are also built-in cup- 
boards in all rooms, and built-in chests of 
drawers for the sisters and senior nurses,

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The King has aceepted a proposal that 
Royal Warrant Holders should build, equip;

Sir Duncan Watson, President of the Royal 
Warrant Holders’ Association, told a reporter 
that the house would be within reach of 
London in a very charming spot which had 
been presented by a Peer of the realm who 
was associated with the Association, 

The house may be given by the King to any- 
one whom he chooses, possibly someone who 
has done great public service, his widow, or 
even to a member of the Royal Family, 
though the gift is not primarily intended for 
the latter purpose. 

Certain houses in St. James’s Palace, 
Kensington Palace, and elsewhere, are known 
as ‘‘grace and favour’’ houses. They are 
occupied by members of the Court, and by 
men and women whom the King wished to 
honour after a distinguished career. 

The new house will be in a similar category 
to those, though not exactly the same, The

CHIEF OFFICERS” 
REUNION DINNER 
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The past and present chief officers of the 
railway and steam packet companies associ- 
ated with the Irish Railway Clearing House, 
decided some little time ago to mark 1934, 
the centenary year of Irish railways, by hold- 
ing a reunion dinner. It was held at the 
Royal Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, on Wednes- 
day, 12th December, and proved to be a 
large and successful gathering. 

The chair was taken by Mr. W. H. 
Morton, . M.I.Mech.E., General Manager, 
Great Southern Railways, who is Chairman 
of the Irish General Managers’ Conference for 
the current year. 

In proposing the toast of the “Past 

Officers,’ Mr. Morton said that the younger 
men still in the service owed a great debt 
to the past officers, to whose skill and judg- 
ment was due whatever physical and financial 
stability the Irish railways now retain. He 
referred specially to the Right Hon. H. G. 
Burgess as the veteran and ablest of all 
past officers, who, starting in a very modest 
way on the Dublin, Wicklow and Wexford 
Railway, had attained to the position of con- 
trul of the largest transport organisation in 
the world. 
_ Railway. and steamship management, follow- 
ing the period of the Great War, had called 
for sound and unerring judgment, and an 
acute discernment of the trend of events as 
they affected, or might affect, the well-being 
of the railways. The genius of the past 
officers was the genius that not only deserves, 
but commands, success. Their qualities were 
qualities which commended themselves to 
the esteem and trust and confidence of men. 
They had left to those still bearing the yoke 
of active service a record of achievement and 
a heritage of which their successors were 
justly proud, 


“OLD TIMERS '- 


The Right Hon. H. G. Burgess, replying to 
the toast, referred to the ‘‘ Old Timers ' with 
whom he personally had come into contact on 
the Irish railways fifty to sixty years ago. He 
also related many amusing episodes of his 
own early days on the Dublin, Wicklow and 
Wexford Railway. He wished the /present 
railway and steamship officers every success in 
their work, which, he reminded them, was 
subject to the constant examination and 
criticism of the men who had gone before, and 
he trusted to be spared for many years to 
come to attend succeeding functions of the 
same kind as the enjoyable one then being 
spent.

£50,000 FOR SMALL 
DWELLINGS

Among the-notices of motion on the agenda 
for to-day's meeting of the Dublin County 
Council is a proposal by Mr. T. Morgan 
Good, that the County Council, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Town and Regional 
Planning Act, should take immediate steps 
to carry out a preliminary survey of the 
North Dublin coastal area from the city 
boundary to Balbriggan’ and westwards to a 
mile inland from the Great Northern Rail- 
way line from Dublin to Skerries. It is also 
proposed that the County Council, being the 
district planning authority for the Northern 
portion of the County Health District, should 
decide to make a district planning scheme 
for the area. 

Mr. J. J. Clare will move that the pro- 
visional allocation of £50,000 for small 
dwellings purposes be apportioned as follows 
(the amount to be applied to the county rural 
area as a unit):—£12,000 to houses of a 
maximum value of £1,000. £12,000 to houses 
of a maximnm value of £800, and that the 
remainder (£26,000) be applied to houses be- 
low £800 in value, Also that the lohn shall 
not apply to houses unless they contain in 
their construction window sills, steps or 
lintels, of granite from County Dublin,
